A course in Church Music will 
be offered in the department of 
music and Theology of Peace will 
be added to the department of 
Biblical Studies.

Theology of Peace will be an in- 
troduction to theological thought 
on the problem of war and peace. 


The witness of the Biblical reve-- 


lation, the historical attitudes of 
the church, and current writings 
will be studied.

Joseph W. Yoder 
1872-1956 





OSEPH W. YODER NE. 95, 
AB ’04, widely known author, 
lecturer, singer and interpreter of 
the “plain people,” died November 
13, 1956. 


One of Juniata College’s “most 
influential” representatives from 
1920-1940, Mr. Yoder spoke and 
sang to school assemblies as a 
“high school visitor.” He also 
was recognized as the first ap- 
pointed athletic director of Juni- 
ata serving for three years (1901- 
1904) while attending college. 


After leaving college work, Mr. 
Yoder received wide acclaim as an 
author of books about the Amish 
and their traditions. His first 
book, “Rosanna of the Amish,” 
published in 1940, was regarded 
as “the only authentic book on the 
social, religious and stern eco- 
nomic practices of the Amish.” 


Another book,-“Amische Lie- 
der,” is the hymn music of the 
Amish which has passed from ear 
to ear for 250 years but never be- 
fore had been written. It is the 
oldest Christian hymn music in 
the world. 


Mr. Yoder penetrated deeper 
into the religious and social cus- 
toms of his people in “Rosanna’s 
Boys” published in 1949. A fourth 
book, “Amish Traditions,” came 
off the press in late 1950. 

Born in Belleville, Sept. 22, 
1872, Mr. Yoder was the son of 
Christian Z. and Rosanna McGon- 
egal Yoder. He was graduated 
from the Normal English: pro- 
gram in 1895; later returned to 
receive a bachelor of arts degree 
in 1904. He is survived by Mrs. 
Yoder, the former Emily Lane.

Economics and Business 


By Thomas J. Nolan 


EDITOR’S NOTE—Pre-Professional Education was the keynote topic of the Col- 


lege’s pre-opening Faculty Conference held in September. 


Among the papers 


presented by members of the faculty was Professor Thomas J. Nolan’s discussion 


of “Pre-Professional Education in Economics and Business.” 


Professor Nolan, 


a graduate of King’s College with a master’s from the Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity, has been a member of Juniata’s faculty since 1953. 


HIS SUBJECT of pre-profes- 

sional education in the field of 
economics and business adminis- 
tration can generate more diffi- 
culties than the same discussion 
in other fields of education for the 
simple reason that many persons 
do not regard business as a pro- 
fession. 


Fortunately, after consulting a 
dictionary, I found that business 
did qualify as an occupation that 
properly involves a liberal educa- 
tion or its equivalent, and mental 
rather than manual labor which 
is their method of defining a pro- 
fession. 


The department of economics 
and business administration at 
Juniata College is, of course, or- 
ganized along the lines of a lib- 
eral arts program as are the rest 
of the divisions of study. But, 
even though we attempt to pre- 
sent to our students a program 
designed to accomplish the aims 
and objectives of a liberal tradi- 
tion, namely, the development of 
the entire student and not just a 
highly trained specialist, there 
seems to be in our area an inevit- 
ably greater emphasis upon the 
very utilitarian aspect of “earn- 
ing a living after college.” 

In the department we offer a 
variety of courses designed pri- 
marily to aid the student in grasp- 
ing the fundamentals of many 
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segments of the economy and the 
accounting field. After reviewing 
several catalogs of small liberal 
arts colleges I have discovered 
that most of them offer in the 
neighborhood of twelve to fifteen 
courses in the specific fields of 
economics and accounting. How- 
ever, here at Juniata we offer a 
total of 21 courses in these fields. 
This is not in any way an attempt 
to produce “specialists” but rath- 
er our own method of attempting 
to prepare our students either for 
the advanced studies which are 
offered in the various graduate 
schools of economics and business, 
or to prepare them to move di- 
rectly into business positions. 


Value of Training 


The governments and the vari- 
ous business organizations in the 
United States, I’m sorry to say, 
seem to be years behind such 
countries as England and France 
in the full utilization of profes- 
sionally trained economists, ac- 
countants and business person- 
nel. Fortunately, this trend is 
being reversed and the nation is 
beginning to realize the value of 
men trained and educated along 
the lines of forecasting, cost ac- 
counting, production control, etc. 
It is because of this realization 
and the resultant insistence upon 
a greater amount of formal edu- 
cation that many students who 
as few as ten years ago were

quite content with a bachelor’s 
degree are now continuing for at 
least one year of advanced study. 


In one of the recent bulletins 
on the employment outlook for 
social scientists published by the 
U. S. Department of Labor, it is 
stated that the employment op- 
portunities for social scientists 
are expected to increase in the 
long run and particularly in col- 
lege teaching. It also stated that 
in private industry there is a def- 
inite trend toward increasing em- 
ployment for social scientists with 
special emphasis on economists, 
statisticians, and sociologists. At 
the present time the largest 
groups of government employed 
social scientists are the econo- 
mists and statisticians and the 
demand is increasing steadily. 
This, of course, places more and 
more responsibility upon the col- 
leges that educate these people. 
This trend toward increased utili- 
zation of professionally trained 
economists and business analysts 
ean be seen more readily each 
year. 

Although the accounting pro- 
fession is relatively young in this 
country, developing principally 
within the last forty years, it is 
not difficult to visualize the grow- 
ing importance of the profession. 
In order to do so, one need only 





to consider the fact that between 
the years 1947 and 1953, the num- 
ber of Certified Public Account- 
ants in the United States in- 
creased approximately 50% 
bringing the total to about 53,000 
which is not nearly sufficient to 
meet the demand—much of which 
may be caused by our income tax 
laws. The pre-requisite of a 
formal education for accountants 
did not develop in America until 
the late 1920’s. But it is rapidly 
becoming a common practice for 
the professional accounting so- 
cieties to insist upon a certain 
amount of advanced education be- 
fore a person can become a certi- 
fied public accountant. One of 
the most practical demonstrations 
that advanced education is now 
needed in accounting is the fact 
that of the 583 persons who com- 
pleted the examination for a Cert- 
ified Accountancy in Pennsylva- 
nia last year, only 181 passed. It 
was mentioned in the Accountants 
- bulletin that most of those who 
had passed had a certain amount 
of graduate training. 


‘Not Yet Arrived’ 


In regard to the professions of 
business management and _ eco- 
nomics, any estimate of the num- 
ber of persons within these areas 
would be meaningless because it 
involves all of those persons who 
aid in the production, distribution 
and sale of goods and services. If 
one accepts as a distinguishing 
characteristic of a profession, a 
system of “licensure” then busi- 
ness management and economics 

have not yet “arrived.” 

- However, I do not feel that this 
system of licensure is an adequate 
indication of professional status 
because any large business must 
normally include members of 
many professions and arts, and 
because there is no specific exam- 
ination which can determine an 
individual’s capacity for manage- 
rial functions. 

An economist or business exec- 
utive, perhaps more so than any 
other profession, must have a 
broader knowledge of the entire 
economy and be able to interpret, 





and even to predict to some de- 
gree, the impact of such factors 
as changes in tax laws, changes 
in the economic status of the 
population groups, changes in the 
patterns and standards of living, 
etc. In order to understand and 
correctly interpret these factors 
the economist or business execu- 
tive is almost forced to pursue a 
rather general or liberal education 
pattern whereas the doctor, for 
example, may be concerned only 
with the latest developments in 
the fight against one specific 
disease, or the dentist may be 
concerned only with the latest 
discussions regarding the florida- 
tion of water—not that these are 
not important considerations, but 
they are certainly narrow in 
range. | 


Liberal Arts Training 


It is because of this necessary 
scope of interest that the curricu- 
lum in economics and business 
administration has been developed 
within the pattern of the liberal 
arts. And this is obviously one 
of the outstanding reasons that 
much of the responsibility of 
training businessmen and econo- 
mists has fallen upon the shoul- 
ders of colleges like ours. Proof 
of this responsibility, and perhaps 
of the successful acceptance of it, 
was recently shown by the results 
of a study conducted by two pro- 
fessors of Wesleyan University. 
This study revealed that small 
liberal arts colleges are quite in- 
fluential in shaping much of the 
American economy because 62%

of the board chairmen and presi- 
dents of the 66 billion-dollar 
corporations in 1952 were gradu- 
ates of small, independent liberal 
arts colleges. 


Cites Objectives 


At Juniata we are attempting 
to accept this responsibility of a 
broad education by striving to- 
ward two objectives. First, the 
preparation of students to flow 
directly into the business world 
sufficiently prepared in the funda- 
mentals of economic and business 
organization that they can quick- 
ly and efficiently adjust them- 
selves to a specific position: Sec- 
ond the preparation of students 
who continue on to graduate 
schools to comprehend and _ in- 
tegrate the advanced work with a 
greater degree of facility. 

We are attempting to attain 
these objectives not only by offer- 
ing courses in our own field, but 
also by encouraging— sometimes 


. rather forcefully—students to ob- 


tain at least an elementary knowl- 
edge of the subject matter taught 
in each of the other two divisions, 
the arts and the natural sciences. 


Integration Essential 


These suggested patterns of 
study are based upon the belief 
that a student must be aware of 
the problems, advances and tech- 
niques of these other divisions be- 
fore he can properly integrate his 
accumulated knowledge and offer 
an intelligent contribution to so- 
ciety. 

Finally, we also allow the above- 
average student to advance him- 
self through his own initiative 
within certain areas in -which he 
has demonstrated a certain 
amount of proficiency. Our most 
popular vehicle for this: advance- 
ment, as you all know, is :the 
‘honors course” which is an. ad- 
vanced research project with 
close faculty advice and super- 
vision. This method, I believe, 
removes much of the cause of 
criticism toward the small college 
in that they restrict a student to 
only a few courses in his special 
program.

HE INDIANS of Juniata 

played like bowl-bound pros- 
pects in winding up another suc- 
cessful football season. 

The victory over Ursinus, 33-6, 
was the fifth straight in a new 
streak and six out of seven this 
season. It was a victory that made 
Coach Ken Bunn and his assis- 
tant, Charley Godlasky, feel good. 
Rightfully so, too, because few 
Juniata fans gave Ken and Char- 
ley much chance of coming 
through this season with a 6-1 
record. 


Ken himself admitted the team - 


“adapted itself to our system with 
unexpected ease” and “came 
through like champions.” He add- 
ed: “They’re great boys—every 
one of them—and [’m mighty 
proud.” | 
Season-end official statistics 
show Juniata topped the small col- 
leges in rushing offense and 
ranked second on defense in the 
southern division of the Eastern 
College Athletic Conference. 


The ECAC report revealed that 
the Indians averaged 247.0 per 
game rushing in compiling its rec-

ord with a new multiple offense in 
Coach Bunn’s first season. 


Juniata ranked 28th among the 
nation’s small colleges in rushing 
offense and second only to un- 
beaten Westminster in Pennsyl- 
vania, according to the final sta- 
tistics report of the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Bureau of NCAA. 
The Indians’ total offense of 286.7 
ranked fourth in ECAC’s south- 
ern division. 

Defensively, Juniata’s yield of 
only 160.0 yards per game rush- 
ing and passing gave the Indians 
second-ranking in the ECAC be- 
hind Moravian (an opponent 
which Juniata defeated 25-0) and 
eighth in the nation. 


The rushing defense figures in- 
dicate that Juniata’s “flyweight 
forward wall,” led by its Little 
All-America honorable mention 
pair, John Staley and Charles 
(Moon) Mullen, allowed only 
80.6 per game. This ranked Juni- 
ata second to Gettysburg in the 
ECAC and seventh in the nation.

John Staley, senior co-captain 
never played in a losing game un- 
til Lycoming upset Juniata 13-6.

OE TRIMBER, junior tailback 
from Moon Township (Cora- 
opolis R. D.), sparked the high- 
geared multiple offense but he 
had to settle for second in scor- 
ing behind Bill Berrier, the “‘sur- 
prise package” freshman from 
Harrisburg. 


Trimber, a returning service- 
man who did not start a game un- 
til mid-season, led the Indians in 
rushing, total offense, pass-receiv- 
ing, punting and kick-off-returns. 


However, Berrier romped to 11 
touchdowns and place-kicked 8 
out of 9 extra points for a team 
high of 74. 

Trimber’s 507 yards rushing 
surpassed Berrier’s 3869. In addi- 
tion, the Coraopolis Comet scored 
42 points, averaged 31.8 punting, 
caught seven passes for 60 yards 
and returned five kickoffs for 118 
yards. 

A pair of freshman quarter- 
backs, Dick Fagan of Huntingdon, 
and Bob Schwalenberg of West 
Fairview, shared passing honors. 
Fagan completed 14 of 31 for 146 
and Schwalenberg 9 of 20 for 140, 
including two’ touchdowns.
